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THE  NATIONAL  BANKS  OF  GRAPEVINE,  TEXAS

Grapevine  is  a  town  northwest  of 
Fort  Worth  in  North  Tarrant 
County.  It  is  on  the  edt;e  of  the 
Dallas  Fort  Worth  International 
Airport.  It  is  rapidly  growing  now 
because  of  this  proximity  to  the  air¬ 
port.  However,  at  the  turn  of  the 
century  it  was  a  slower-paced  com¬ 
munity.  The  town  had  a  total  of 
three  national  banks.  All  of  the 
banks  were  located  on  Main  Street. 
This  article  will  introduce  them  to 
you  along  with  some  of  their  bank 
notes. 

The  Grapevine  National  Bank 
was  chartered  on  June  19, 1900  with 
Charter  Number  5439.  This  was  the 
town’s  first  bank  and  its  capital 
was  $25,000.  The  bank  voluntarily 
liquidated  itself  on  December  31, 
1918.  It  was  succeeded  by  the 
Grapevine  Home  Bank.  Presently, 
the  former  building  for  the  bank 
has  been  remodeled  on  the  inside 
and  the  current  occupants  are  a 
drug  store  and  a  rural  artist  studio. 
The  bank  issued  only  second  char¬ 
ter  notes.  These  included  $10  and 
$20  brown  backs.  $10  and  $20  date 
backs  and  $10  and  $20  value  backs. 
The  total  amount  of  circulation 
issued  was  $192,150  and  the 
amount  outstanding  at  close  was 
$25,000. 

The  Farmers  National  Bank  of 
Grapevine  was  chartered  in  August 


1906  with  Charter  Number  8318.  Its 
capital  was  $30,000.  This  bank  vol¬ 
untarily  liquidated  itself  also.  This 
was  on  December  28,  1927.  The 
Farmers  National  issued  only  third 
charter  notes  and  these  were  $10 
and  $20  red  seals.  $10  and  $20  date 
backs  and  $10  and  $20  plain  backs. 
The  total  amount  of  circulation 
issued  was  $593,350.  The  amount 
outstanding  at  close  was  $9,570. 

The  Tarrant  County  National 
Bank  of  Grapevine  was  chartered  in 
May  1925  with  Charter  Number 
12708.  It  had  a  capital  of  $50,000. 
When  the  previous  mentioned  Far¬ 
mers  National  closed  it  was  ab¬ 
sorbed  by  the  Tarrant  Count.v 
National  on  December  28,  1927. 
This  bank  issued  only  small  size 
national  bank  notes  These  were  $5. 
$10  and  $20  Type  One  notes  and  $5, 
$10  and  $20  Type  Two  notes.  The 
total  amount  of  circulation  issued 
was  $123,730.  When  the  National 
Bank  Note  Program  was  closed  in 
July  1935,  the  total  amount  out¬ 
standing  for  the  bank  was  $38,650.

World;  mints  of  Spain  and  South 
America;  comparative  values  of  ob¬ 
solete  Spanish  coins;  coinage  mate¬ 
rials;  Spanish  colonial  mint  ofti 
cials;  Spanish  coin  grading  and  a 
bibliography.  The  book  covers  all 
numismatic  interests  —  coins,  med 
als,  tokens,  paper  money,  odd  and 
curious  money,  weights,  scrip,  proc¬ 
lamation  pieces,  etc.

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FALKLAND  ISLANDS  JOIN 
IN  90TH  BIRTHDAY  FP]TE 


A  4-coin  Gold  Proof  Set  from  the 
Falkland  Islands  is  the  latest  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  popular  series  of  com- 
memoratives  struck  by  the  British 
Royal  Mint,  marking  the  90th  birth¬ 
day  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth.  the  Queen  Mother.  Struck  in 
.999  fine  gold,  the  set  is  the  Falk¬ 
land  Islands  first  gold  proof  set  in 
16  years  and  the  Islands'  only  issue 
to  be  struck  in  .999  fineness.  A 
limited  mintage  of  only  750  sets  has 
been  authorized. 

The  Falkland  Islands  has  also 
authorized  the  striking  of  a  Silver 
Proof  Crown  with  a  legal  tender 
face  value  of  five  pounds  and  a 
worldwide  issue  limit  of  10,000 
pieces. 

A  beloved  figure,  not  just  in  Bri¬ 
tain  but  around  the  world.  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth,  the 
(iueen  Mother,  has  performed  a  life¬ 
time  of  public  service.  For  sixteen  of 
those  years  she  was  Queen  Consort 
to  King  George  VI,  including  the 
years  of  World  War  H  when,  refus¬ 
ing  to  leave  London,  the  couple  were 
an  inspiration  to  the  people  of  Bri¬ 
tain  and  the  Commonwealth.  Her 
9()th  birthday,  on  August  4,  1990, 


was  another  milestone  in  a  wonder¬ 
ful  life. 

Born  Lady  Elizabeth  Angela  Mar¬ 
guerite  Bowes-Lyon,  daughter  of 
the  14th  Earl  of  Strathmore,  she 
married  Prince  Albert,  Duke  of 
York,  in  1923.  Three  years  later  the 
future  Queen  of  England,  the  Prin¬ 
cess  Elizabeth  Alexandra  Mary  was 
born.  There  was  little  thought  of  the 
Prince,  second  son  of  George  V, 
becoming  King,  but  the  abdication 
in  1936  of  elder  brother  Edward 
(VIII),  Duke  of  Windsor,  meant  that 
the  throne  was  thrust  upon  him. 
Choosing  his  fourth  Christian 
name.  King  George  VI  was  crowned 
on  May  12,  1937. 

The  Falkland  Islands  Gold  h’rost- 
ed  Proof  Set  contains  four  legal 
tender  coins  with  values  of  £100, 
£50,  £25  and  £10.  None  of  the  pieces 
are  available  individually.  Two  dif¬ 
ferent  reverse  designs  are  featured 
in  the  set  with  the  £100  and  £25 
bearing  a  cameo  portrait  of  the 
Queen  Mother  encircled  by  two 
strings  of  pearls  intertwined  and 
surrounded  by  a  decorative  ar-

alloy.  In  946,  the  mint  again  struck 
the  pre-war  bronze  cents,  using  the 
same  alloy  until  1962.  Since  1962, 
cents  are  minted  from  an  alloy  of  95 
per  cent  copper  and  5  per  cent  zinc, 
leaving  out  the  tin. 


JANUARY.  1991 
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ANA  MONEY  MUSEUM 
GOES  ON  THE  ROAO 


The  American  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation's  (ANA)  Money  Museum 
goes  on  the  road  in  January  to  the 
Florida  United  Numismatists 
(FUN)  convention  in  Orlando,  Flor¬ 
ida,  with  coins  from  ancient  Greece 
—  some  2,600  years  old  —  and  tok¬ 
ens  from  America’s  divisive  Civil 
War  —  many  reflecting  the  harsh¬ 
ness  of  the  times. 

"Coins  of  the  Ancient  World”  is  a 
display  of  360  coins  of  the  ancient 
world,  ranging  from  earliest  issues 
of  the  Ionian  Greeks  to  the  first 
issues  from  the  time  of  the  Roman 
Empire.  Developed  by  the  late 
Charles  T.  Heaton  and  bequeathed 
to  the  ANA  Money  Museum,  “Coins 
of  the  Ancient  World”  provides  a 
voyage  back  almost  to  the  first 
issues  of  coinage. 

Coins  were  probably  first  pro¬ 
duced  about  6.50  B.C.  in  Lydia, 
which  is  now  western  Asiatic  Tur¬ 
key.  The  advantage  of  using  coins 
over  item-for-item  trading  and  the 
weighing  and  exchanging  of  pre¬ 
cious  metals  in  the  market  quickly 
spread  to  Greece.  The  beauty  and 
perfection  seen  in  Grecian  sculpture 
and  architecture  can  be  seen  in  the 
coins,  many  of  which  are  consid¬ 
ered  miniature  works  of  art. 

All  of  the  specimens  in  the  ANA 
exhibit  are  British  Museum  elec¬ 
trotypes  with  an  introduction  and 
interpretation  presented  by  ANA 
Museum  Curator  Robert  W.  Hoge. 

American  Civil  War  tokens,  dis¬ 
played  in  the  exhibit  titled  “Not 
One  Cent:  Tokens  of  the  War  Be¬ 
tween  the  States,"  provides  insights 
into  the  commerce  and  social  life 


during  those  turbulent  times.  The 
150-specimen  exhibit  shows  how 
tokens  were  used  during  the  mid- 
19th  Century  wartime  economy 
that  played  havoc  with  the  finances 
and  purchasing  power  of  the  divi¬ 
ded  nation. 

Government  bond  issues  and 
bank  loans  failed  to  stem  the  severe 
inflation  of  the  times,  and  panic- 
driven  hoarding  of  gold,  silver  and 
copper  coinage  forced  small  change 
to  disappear  from  circulation  al¬ 
most  immediately  in  the  South  and 
by  1862  in  the  North. 

Developed  in  honor  of  the  late 
numismatist  V'irginia  Culver,  the 
first  woman  president  of  the  ANA 
and  a  collector  of  Civil  War  tokens, 
this  display  includes  specimens 
which  were  issued  with  a  variety  of 
values,  such  as  "Not  One  Cent"  and 
"lOU  1  Cent."  among  others.  Col¬ 
lectors  now  classify  the  tokens  in 
two  major  categories:  Patriotic 
Tokens,  which  have  a  variety  of 
slogans,  quotations  and  imagery 
relating  to  the  politics,  military 
fervor  and  traditions  of  the  time; 
and  Merchants'  Store  Cards,  which 
often  combined  the  patriotic  slo¬ 
gans  with  advertising. 

The  exhibit  "Coins  of  the  Ancient 
World"  is  availalile  for  display  by 
ANA  member  clubs  at  state  and 
local  shows,  and  by  qualified  insti 
tutions.

Developed  in  honor  of  the  late 
numismatic  Virginia  Culver,  the 
first  woman  president  of  the  ANA 
and  collector  of  Civil  War  tokens, 
the  collection  provides  insights  into 
the  commerce  and  social  life  during 
those  turbulent  times.” 

The  150-specimen  exhibit  shows 
how  the  tokens  were  used  during 
the  mid-19th  Century  wartime  eco¬ 
nomy  that  played  havoc  with  the 
finances  and  purchasing  power  of 
the  divided  nation.

To  ease  the  small 
change  shortage  during  the  war, 
private  tokens  were  issued  —  many 
of  them  struck  with  the  value  of 
"Not  One  Cent”  and  “lOU  1  Cent” 
among  others. 

The  Union  government  passed 


laws  in  1862  and  1864  outlawing  the 
issue  and  use  of  tokens,  but  with  lit¬ 
tle  effect.  Token  use  remained 
strong  until  the  late  stages  of  the 
war,  when  the  weight  and  metal 
content  of  official  U.S.  coinage  was 
reduced  and  sufficient  quantities  of 
paper  currency  were  produced. 

Collectors  divide  the  tokens  into 
two  major  categories:  Patriotic  Tok¬ 
ens,  which  usually  carried  a  variety 
of  slogans,  quotations  and  imagery 
relating  to  the  politics,  military  fer¬ 
vor  and  traditions  of  the  time;  and 
Merchants’  Store  Cards,  which  of¬ 
ten  combined  the  patriotic  slogans 
with  advertising  for  the  merchant 
issuing  them. 

One  of  the  most  famous  of  the 
Patriotic  Tokens  carried  a  slogan 
inspired  by  Secretary  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury  John  A.  Dix,  who,  angered  hy 
the  seizure  of  Union  forts  by  the 
Confederacy  early  in  1861,  said:  “If 
any  man  dare  pull  down  the  Ameri¬ 
can  flag,  shoot  him  on  the  spot.” 
(An  engraver’s  error  on  one  issue  of 
this  token  left  it  reading”  ...  shoot 
him  on  the  spoot.”) 

In  addition  to  this  exhibit,  the 
ANA  is  seeking  other  non-competi¬ 
tive  exhibits  for  the  Early  Spring 
convention  in  Dallas.  Commemora¬ 
tive  medals  will  be  given  to  those 
displaying  an  exhibit.
